NATURAL HISTORY AND RELIGION. 

“Women and Children First,” has been ex- 
plained since the disaster as the “law of the 
sea” which at fina] test, makes the life of Mrs. 
Astor’s maid of more importance than that of 
Mrs.- Astor’s husband, At the. crisis the “man 
of millions” was expected to “die like a gentle- 
man,” as common sailors and firemen were 
also expected to die. 

One final advantage of the study of natural 
history, as taught by Darwin, may be the con- 
clusion, shared by all, that there is nothing in 
science to account for this. By the tests of 
natural history, it is most unnatural. As Dar- 
win systematizes natural history for the study 
of “evolution and the survival of the fittest,” it 
is natura] that the strongest men should strug- 
gle to kill all otherg that oppose their survival 
and convenience. “Women and children first” 
as the law of the sea in the Twentieth century, 
A. D., appears in the Twentieth century B. C. as 
“women and children second.” That is, after 
the struggle between fighting men, the victors 
killed the children who were too young to march 
into captivity and also such of the women as 
were too old, feeble or ugly to be desirable as 
slaves. This is natura] history, as Darwin’s 
methods show it beyond question. There has 
been a gradual change, dating from an imperfect 
compromise, made by religion with the fighting 
men of the “Dark Ages,” many of whom were 
persuaded that it was ungentlemanly and “ur- 
chivalrous” to kill women ang children. 

As far as respect for weaknegg because it is 
weakness has extended, “zoolczy” and “biology” 
cannot account for it as natural] history. If we 


' 3 2,597 ‘refuse to call it divine, it is still above nature 


as known to science. In that scientific sense, ft 
is wholly “supernatural” or religious. Historic- 
ally, it is a result, not of politics, not of science, 
but of religion. As far as it extends now or 
in thé future, respect for weakness because it is 
weakness, is the spirit of religion. However it 
iz compromised in life, it ‘is religion in death 
when a millionaire or an engine-greaser steps 
back to let women and children pass first into 
the lifeboats. When he dies “like a gentleman” 
a8 a result, it is not a “natural death,” but a 
religious, a supernatural] death, This is “science 
for all” on Darwin’s own summary.

POLITICS AND CUPID. 

Cupid, as much inclined to laugh at politics and 
politicians as at locks and locksmiths, is said to 
be developing decidedly ex-parte views, at least, 
in Kansa=, on the Taft vetoes. In Wyandotte 
County, for instance, instead of the annual in- 
crease in marriages normally shown, there has 
been so far this year an actual decrease of nearly 
39 per cent, as compared with 1911.

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HAMPERING THE PRESS. 

Political bosses would like to demolish every 
newspaper they cannot buy. Therefore, they 
naturally seek every means to restrict the free- 
dom of newspaper action, and endeavor to in- 
trude into the newspaper field all sorts of ob- 
noxioug and unjust legislation. Oppressive libel 
laws are the commonest action against newspa- 
pers. It has been left for the legislators of our 
smallest state to devise a new scheme for petty 
supervision of newspapers. 

The Rhode Island Legislature is now consider- 
ing a resolution fixing heavy penalties for the 
newspaper that shall print a letter to the edi- 
tor unaccompanied by the real name of the 
writer. Evidently someone imagines that some 
newspaper fills its letter column with epistles 
written by its own staff concerning him. It is 
to be hoped that the legislators of “Little Rhody” 
will not lend themselves to any such unwar- 
ranted interference with the freedom of the 
press, 

Many a time the attention of the public is di- 
rected to remediable evils by the publication of 
letters, the authors of which dare not sign their 
real names, for fear of personal reprisal, The 
newspaper is entitled to know the identity of its 
correspondent as a guarantee of good faith. It 
is also the newspaper’s duty to verify state- 
ments of fact in case of doubt, since it is re- 
sponsible for libelous utterances in published 
letters. The Rhode Island measure is not needed. 
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SOLVING THE MARKET PROBLEM. 
Disgusted with filthy and antiquated public 
markets, the Women’s Municipal League of Bos- 
ton has undertaken an enterprise which, if car- 
ried out, will introduce an innovation more re- 
markable than the Des Moines system, or the 
municipal produce sales which Mayor Lew Shank 
introduced in Indianapolis. They propose to 
build a modern market and rent stalls to provi- 
sioners by virtue of their imprimatur. 

The building will have a refrigerating system, 
it will furnish continuous hot water and be rat- 
proof and fly-proof, and no tenant will be per- 
mitted to empley anyone suffering from tuber- 
culosis or any other disease that can be trans- 
mitted through food. 

The dealers who rent stalls in this marvelous 
market will profit by ine virtual guarantee of 
clean food, handled under sanitary conditions, 
w..ch we Women’s Municipal League thus makes.

Since the dealers there be able to sell their 
products at as low a as those elsewhere, 
the women anticipate no difficulty in filling every 
stall at a profitable rental with tenants who will 
make as large profits as they could in unsanitary 
places of business, while, at the same time, they 
appreciably improve conditions.in behalf of pub- 
lic health. 

The result of this departure in. public service 
will be of value to other communities. Agssuredly 
the women of no city in the world have taken a 
more practical method of demonstrating their 
earnest desire to further the public interest than 
the womon of the Municipal League of Boston. 
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Publicity, which forced on the Beef Trust 
measures in relief of its employes, has now forced 
the Steel Trust to act. It is to be hoped that the 
reforms for the benefit of the latter’s employes 
will be more sweeping and permanent than those 
for the benefit of the former. 
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UNDER BOSS CONTROL. 

The Post-Dispatch’s statement that the Demo- 
cratic bosses are conspiring to control delegates 
to the Baltimore convention for the purpose of 
dictating the nominations was verified by the 
reports concerning the Illinois Democratic con- 
vention. 

Boss Sullivan, an anti-Clark man, controlled 
the majority in the convention and presumably 
selected delegates to his liking. The Harrison- 
Hearst delegates from Chicago held a separate 
sonvention and named their delegates. 

Both conventions adopted Clark instructions. 
After the Clark candidacy is disposed of, and 
the delegation bosses will have much to say as 
to its disposition, the delegates will vote as their 
bosses dictate. The interests of the party and 
of the country will receive scant consideration. 
The interest of the bosses will prevail.

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UNFINISHED FREE BRIDGE. 
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This is a picture of the Free Bridge mearly six 
Years after the people of St. Louis voted bonds 
fer its construction. 

The work of construction was commenced more 
than two years axo. 

The bridge proper is practically completed, but 
it has no approaches. . 

The approaches cannot be bullt and the bridge 
put into commission until the Municipal As- 
sembly decides the question of the location of the 
East Side railroad approach. 

The city is paying $350 a day for interest on 
the Free Bridge bond issue. This outlay will con- 
tinue, without return, until the bridge is com- 
pleted.

Why Rails Break. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

It is true, as a recent writer in this column 
said, that railroad rolling stock is getting too 
heavy for the rails used. But if anyone will 
watch a passenger or freight train, except the 
light locals, pass over a given length of track, 
he will see, as each wheel goes by, the track is 
depressed. It then rises, carrying with it in 
many cases the tie to which it is fastened. Then 
it is depressed as the next wheel brings the enor- 
mous weight on to that spot, and so on, with a 
dangerous frequency in case the train is moving 
at high speed. All this means great and con- 
stant variation in resistance, and is almost 
equivalent to what would take place if a giant 
pair of hands were bending the rail, trying to ses 
how much it would bear without breaking. 

The cause is to be found in the fact that, in 
this country, ties are not baillasted. It used to 
be the practice for track men to punch the gravel 
well under ties, so that all would lie snug, with- 
out looseness. Now this seems to be neglected. 
Rail and tie rise and fall in a series of waves as 
trains go over. It is a wonder the sptkes hold as 
they do. .When to this is added the fact that at 
frequent intervals on many roads ties are left 
long after they are too rotten for safety, the 
only wonder is we have no more accidents than 
take place. PASSENGER.

Philadelphia Record: The charge that Gover- 
nor Harmon is unfit for a Democratic Presidential 
candidate because he participated in a certain 
bond issue is made by a political body-snatcher 
who invades the burying ground of dead issues.

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Berlin Expected to See an Aladdin's Palace as an American Embassy 
at Which the Entertainments Would Outshine Dazzling Ones 
Given by Charlemagne Tower, but Hope Has Not Materialized.

BERLIN, April 2.—Amazing stories about the 
wealth of John G. W. Leishman, told before he came 
heré as American Ambassador, caused ‘‘The Athens 
on the Spree,” as Berlin likes to be called, to an- 
ticipate entertainments on a scale of magnificance 


surpassing those memorable ones given while Charle- | 


magne Tower represented the United States Govern- 
ment here. 

But the expectations have not yet been realized. 

Great was the disappointment when it was found 
that he was not goi’« to take a sumptuous mansion 
and: fit it up to at Jc «t rival in splendor the Japan- 
ese Embassy, which casts all the others into the 
shade. 

Léishman selected as his home the somewhat pe- 
cullar edifice on the Rauchstrasse that had been occu- 
pied by his predecessor, Dr. David Jayne Hill, which 
eerves for both embassy and private residence. The 
rent is $5000 a year. Probably the Japanese Anrbas- 
sador pays $25,000 for his residence. 

All the other embassies and legations, except thar 
of China, are owned by the respective governments. 
Ambassador Leishman’s house was built in the so- 
called Berlin renaissance to accommodate two fami- 
lies. Planned for that purpose, the huge staircase 
takes up an altogether disproportionate space. There 
being no room upstairs suitable for a dining room, a 
heavily oak-paneled room downstairs is used when- 
ever the Ambassador has more than six persons to 
dinner. 

It takes about fourteen minutes for a fast auto- 
modile to make the journey from Rauchstrasse to 
Unter den Linden, the broad boulevard on which 
are most of the other embassies, and on or near 
which are the principal German public offices. 

‘*Embassy Almost Hopelessly Ungettatable.’’ 

So it will be seen that the american Embassy, as 
someone has expressed it, is ‘‘almost hopelessly un- 
getatable."’ 

Inside, the furniture is good, much of it being of 
fine old French workmanship. 

Another disappointment to the people of Berlin 
-has been the limited number of entertainments. Am- 
_bassador Leishman has given only such receptions 
and dinners as were unavoidable. This was on his 
wife's account. Since she arrived here she has been 
so much out of health that she has been obliged to

$765,510 on personal property, 
the returns of property owners. 

After the year’s work had been 
finished, Rodgers explained the diffi- 
culties of the equalizer’s job to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. The sunburn 
of which he spoke came, he explained, 
from the penetrating glare of public- 


ity. This year, for the first time, 
newspaper men were admitted to 
every session of the board. 
They Fear Publicity. 
“The effect of this has been im- 
mensely salutary,” Rodgers said. “One 


man ‘stood a raise’ of $100,000 in his 
assessment and another permitted 
$50,000 to be added to his without 
protest because neither wished his 
excuses to become public. Both had 
asked for private hearings and re- 
ceived refusals. Such men were will- 
ing enough to indulge in the sport 
when it was played in the shadow of 
secrecy as in former years, but it is 
different now. 

“Two who ventured in before they 
learned the rules had been changed, 
promised the board that hereafter 
they would be good and not try to 
their just taxes to the

city.” 

“Taxdodgers may be divided into 
(two general classes: 
| “Those who, with some show of 
reason, believe the personal property 
tax laws are unjust and work hard- 
| ships upon them, 

“Those who act upon the theory 
that it is perfectly legitimate to get 
out of paying anything they are not 
summarily compelled to pay. 


Assessor's Life Miserable. 

“Beween the two of them they make 
life one long funeral dirge for the as- 
sessor. The laws are drawn to afford 
loopholes for some, on the other hand, 
the laws shackle others. There is 
always one certain way to beat the 
assessor and that is to die before one 
has made return on hig personalty as- 
sesment. Then, if his administrator 
plays properly to his hand, the Board 
ef Equalization even can’t save the sit- 
vation. However, it cannot be said 
that many persons go to this extreme. 

“Here's the sysiém: Notices to make 
1eéturns are sent out June 1 and the 
taxpayer has until Dec. 31 to send in 
the lists. 

“If he dies without making return 
between that time and if his admin- 
istrator divides the estate so that the 
rersonality goes outside the city’s juris- 
diction, it cannot be properly subjected 
t@ assessment. 

“A great deal of money actually is lost 
to St. Louis every year in this way. 

“Investments in stocks of tax-paying 
corporations are the greatest refuge for 
the tax-dodger. Such stocks are not 
taxable. Many persons will falsely 
fay they have invested in such stocks, 
while others will invest In them delib- 
erately to escape taxation. 

Money Lender Escapes. 

“Another man, a money lender, who 
did a business worth $300 a day es- 
caped taxation on the grounds that the 


daily capital was sent to him each 
morning and that he mailed the notes 
from customers to New York every 
night. 

“The small housekeeper is one offender 
whose escape is easy. His goods may 
not be worth more than $50. At the 
legalized rate of taxation he can be 
compelled to pay only $1.10 on this. 
The cost of getting out tax bills, carry- 
ing his account, etc., will be 75 cents, 
When the expense of suing in court to 
get it and the cost of collection is ad- 
ded to this, the city is likely not to 
make anything out of the deal if it 
does not actually lose money. 

“There are some things which appear 
to be injustices in the laws. State and 
city bonds are taxable. A man may buy 
a state bond for $1000, on which he gets 
only $40 a year interest. Upon it he 
must pay $22.50 a year in taxes, It’s 
even worse in city bonds, where the in- 
terest is likely to be less. 

“So great is this as an incentive to 
tax-dodging that but twice in all my 
connection with the board have persons 
listed city bonds for taxation. As these 
bonds are not registered, there is no way 
to trace them and force payment. 

“Another inequality is found tn the 
ruling of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion that banks receiving deposits can 
be taxed on only 5 per cent of their as. 
sets. Trust companies which do not re- 
cetve deposits must pay on the face val- 
ve of their assets. Thus banks of the 
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must Day on the full value of his per- 
sonalty. 
Fraternities Exempt. 

“Similarly, fraternal insurance com- 
panies are exempt on their reserved 
funds, in spite of the fact that the funds 
are kept Invested, while old line insur- 
ance companies must pay on the full 
value of their assets. 


“Another great incentive to tax-dodg- 
ing is that while a piece of ground is 
taxed, the holder of a mortgage on it is 
taxed, and if he borrowed the money for 
the mortgage the person who lent it to 
him is taxed and so on indefinitely. It 
*vas Om this ground that Alanson D. 
Brown sought to avoid paying taxes on 
$800,000 on stockg when he had borrowed 
money to cover them for his employes 
who had invested in stocks of the Ham- 
liton-Brown Shoe Co. 

“The average man will not list stocks 
and accounts for taxation under such 
conditions as this. 

“The case of the man who changed his 
railroad paper into Government bonds 
until after he had made his return to the 
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| Assessor ane then turned the bonds into 
railroad paper again, and the case of| 








the woman who bought greenbacks in 
the belief that they were not taxable 
are typical of the resources of the tax- 
dodger. 

All Sorts of Excuses. 


“Excuses to get lower assessments on 
real estate are numerous and 0often 
trivial. One man will say his property 
has depreciated in value because he has 
notoriously bad neighbors. Another will 
say that he ought to be let off because 
there is a vacant lot next door which 
mars the beauty and value of his own. 


“Upon such excuses as these, espe- 
cially when they are unfounded and un- 
reasonable, publicity has a marked ef- 
fect. Few men are willing to advertise 
a depreciation in the value of their 
preperty when no such depreciation ex- 
ists, although they would be willing 
enough to talk of it in the seclusion of 
a star-chamber session of the board for 
the sake of a few dollars a year.”

MURDER A PASSION, 


NOT CRIME, GIRLS 
SLAYERS DEFENSE 


Russian Youth, Calling Himself 
“Vadin the Vampire,’”’ Sen- 
tenced to 8 Years in Cell. 
GLAD HE IS NOT THIEF 
Writes to Parents “Your Ideas 


Out of Date, | Have Done 
Nothing Shameful.” 





ST. PETERSBURG, April 20.—An 
amazing story of a youth who consid- 
ered murder only a passion—such as 
gambling—and who, after he had killed 
a girl companion, felt no compassion 
for the life he had taken and regretted 
his act only because the bedy was so 
ugly, with its 3 stab wounds inflicted 
half an hour or so after he had watched 
the death agony from strangulation, 
was revealed in the trial of “Vadim the 
Vampire.” After his conviction Dk. con- 


gratulated his parents that he had not 
become a thief. 

In spite of his cool admission of this 
crime’ his repeated assertion that there 
was no real harm in killing a human 
and that he had picked this girl for 
death because “she pleased me,” the 
Russian court sentenced him to only 
eight years in prison. This was after he 
had been examined as to sanity and de- 
clared responsible for his actions. 

A remarkable diary in which the 
youth, Nikolai Ratkewitsch, son of @ 
magistrate, had told of his life since he 
had left home to attend a militiary 
school, was produced in court. A num- 
ber of entrtes in this book are andci- 
pations of the crime that caused his ar- 
rest and one entry is: 

‘Blood must flow—much blood.” 


Tried Murder at 13. 

He tells in this book of his first at- 
tempt to murder. It was while he was 
a member of the Cadet Corp at Nov- 
gorod, when 13 years old. He failed te 
kill the girl, was arrested, tried and de- 
clared mentally abnormal but no other 
punishment than expulsion from the 
school was inflicted. 

Soon after he began traveling and has 
been in most of the cities in Europe and 
his associates were of the lower class, 
chiefly women. With these he was lib- 
eral, sharing with them money sent to 
him by his parents and living their 
lives and, in turn, accepting charity 
from the women when his money was 
gone. 

Shortly after his return home, he 
writes, he concluded that life was not 
worth living and went to his father’s 
woodyard and hanged himself, but a 
passerby cut him down before he was 
dead. This stranger, he learned, held 
similar ideas of life to his own and 
they foegether planned that each should 
commit a murder and if one was caught, 
he should assert himself guilty of the 
other killing to give his friend a better 
chance to escape and further satisfy 
his passion for the taking of life. The 
stranger professed familiarity with the 


| 





difficulties of murder, because of the 
laws made by persons who held other 
ideas, and he instructed Ratkewitsch 
how to go about it. 

Eacape Follegd by Porter. 

The crime for which Ratkewitsch was 
tried occurred in a cheap hotel to which 
he had taken a young and pretty girl. 
At daylight he asked the porter to per- 
mit him to leave, saying his. companion 
would sleep until later. His actions 
aroused the suspicions of the porter, 
Nho went to the room and found the 
body under a pile of clothing. Ratke- 
witsch attacked the porter, whe over- 
powered him and turned him over to the 
police. In the room was found this 
note pinned on the wall: 





No, 2—Revenge on the beau- 
tiful. The money has been taken 
for the trouble in despatching 
her to the other world, and also 
because the dead need no money. 
The murderer of this woman, 
and also of another womah in 
the Dunal Hotel is I—Vadim the 
Vampire, 








There was no writing material in 
the room, so the note must have been 
written in anticipation of the crime. 
In his diary, in which he was per- 
mitted to make entries in jail, he 
wrote: 

“—T did mot experience the least 
movement ef cempassicn.” 

Then he tells of killing the girl by 
strangulation and of stabbing her ‘‘to 
see the blood flew,” but he had waited 
too long. Then the sight of the ugly 
wounds disgusted him, and he covered 
the body and lay down to sleep. He 
was angry because a waiter, mistaking 
the room, awakened him later. While 
in jail he wrote to his parents: 

“I Have Done Nething Shameful.” 
‘Your ideas of crime are out of date. 
I have done nothing shameful or infam- 
If I were a thief it would be dif- 
It would be absurd to be 
ashamed of me because I am a mur- 
I am not a criminal. I am a 
Only an igno- 
rant jury could find me gullty. Being 


innocent, I will not go to personal serv- 
itude. I will find a means of taking 


my own life.” 

Ratkewitsch addressed the Court at 
length at his trial, defending his view 
ef murder, and showing how his envi- 
ronment had brought him to that state 
of mind. He Genied that he was insane, 
and held that a state that permitted 
conditions producing his belief should 
net punish him.

I did call on the Beaches 
the afternoon of Feb. 26. It was a rainy after- 
noon, and Mr, Beach sat out on the front porch 
and talked with me. I stayed there some time, 
and then I rode over home and dressed for din- 
ner with the Lyonses. I had dinner with them 
and did not return to the Beach home until after 
I had heard about the agsault on Mrs. Beach. 

“Fred was terribly excited that night. He said 
to me, ‘My God what shall I do? 

“*You’d better have a drink, Fred,’ I answered, 
and then I went in the dining room and ordered 
the maid to bring him a pony of brandy. 

“This story that Fred began to drink hard the 
minute after he saw me call on his family is pure 
rot, Please understand that. 

“Tl want you to understand this. We who are 
the Northern representatives of this colony will 
not stand for any kind of deal like this. It’s 
blackmall pure and simple. There is nothing else 
to this case. They are trying to get money out 
of Frederick Beach.”

“This Will Not Be Another 

Havemeyer Case”—Mayor 

HE “Havemeyer case” to which the Mayor of 
z Aiken referred was the mysterious death of 
Mrs. Frederick O. Beach's first husband, 
Charles F, Havemeyer, a son of the late Theodore 

Havemeyer. “Charley”? Havemeyer, as he was af- 
fectionately called by his friends, in much the 
same spirit as handsome Frederick O. Beach was 
known as “Beauty” Beach, met the lovely Camil- 
le Moss, now Mrs. Beach, riding along a Long 
island road in 1890. She was the daughter of 
Courtlandt D. Moss, and her mother was one of 
the beautiful Misses: Woodward, notable in New 
York society years ago. She !s a tall brunette. 
with large brown eyes, a marvelous complexion 
and a perfect figure. She met young Havemeyer 
frequently thereafter, both being members of the 
Meadow Brook Hunt set, and, after a brief court- 
Ship, they were married. 

One night in 1898, at his country home on Long 
Ialand, Havemeyer was found dead with a bullet in 
his head and a revolver at his side. His wife dis- 
covered him and sounded the alarm. Carley Have- 
meyer—so the story ran at the time—had brooded 
over the fact that his wife was soon to become a 
mother for the second time; they already had one 
child. Following his death, the baby was born. A 
year and a half later Mrs. Havemeyer was mar- 
ried to “Beauty” Beach. 
And now, 14 years after the mystery of the “Have-

Beach Says Wife Left the 
House to “Put Dogs Out” 
EACH’S reply to the charges is contained in 
K a statement which he made in the office 
of Mayor Gyles of Aiken on March 19, in 
which he said:

Mrs. Beach was asked where she was standing, 
and she replied that it was half way between the 
front steps and the corner of the piazza.

“I struck him twice, and by that time I was stand- 
ing at the corner of the plazza and heard the screen 
door slam, and I knew it was Mr. Beach coming. As 
Mr. Beach came out and the screen door slammed, 
the negro must have seen him, for he struck me and 
ran.

Frederick Dent Grant, but most of them 
have to do with his life as a cadet at 
West Point. Grant entered the Military 
Academy in 1866, and was graduated in 
1871. He was granted a sick leave when 


he had been a cadet about seven months 
and on his return to the academy he 
was compelled to join the ciass next in 
rank below that with which he had 
entered. 

The General’s roommate at the acad- 
emy for some time was Col. Charles W. 
Larnes, who died recently, and who was 
professor of drawing at West Point for 
more than thirty years. Other class-{ 
mates were Gen. Winfield S. Edgerly, 
Col. James Reckwell, who until the time 
of his death served in the Ordnance De- 
partment, and Benjamin Hodgson, who 
was killed in Reno’s fight with the 
Sioux. 

Grant was handicapped when he en- 
tered the academy by the fact that he; 2% & 
was the gon of a famous man. The Ca- 
dets did not like to pay him much atten- 
tion for fear that they would be accused 
ot toadying. Grant was made the mark 
of considerable good-natured hazing. He 
was a fine-humored youngster, so his 
classmates say, full of fun, rather rol- 
licking, and giving little promise of be- 
coming the staid soldier and grave man 
that he was in his later years. In the 
class albums of '70 there is a group pic- 
ture showing the class members.

Cot- 
tam was retiring for the night, but be- 
cause he had sent a commercial call to 
the Parisian he kept the earpiece cn 
his head while he was undressing. He 
had just taken off his shoes when the 
“Cc Q. D.’’ came from the Titanic and 
thereafter for two days and two nights 
Cottam knew no sleep or rest. 
J. Bruce Ismay sat beside the opera- 
tors while they testified and his face 
was a study and a reflection of their 
testimony. Before the session began, 
his naturally full4+blooded countenance 
was somewhat flushed and from time 
to time he smiled sardonically as he 


read letters and slips passed to him or 
glanced over newspapers in which he 


found few complimentary remarks con- 
cerning himself.

A. Well, you see it 
takes a certain amount of time to 
transmit that information, sir. If 
the man had understood properly as 
he ought to have, C Q D would have 
been sufficient, sir.

He Helped Hurd. 


“I had the pleasure of helping him 
get his story onto the dispatch boat 
that was sent to meet the Carpathia. 
after we entered the bay. Hurd bundled 
his copy into a package about the size 
of an unahridged dictionary, and ! 
made a buoy for it out of a cigar box. 
We tied a rope about the copy and 
about the buoy and threw it over the 
side. It caught on a rope, as has been 
told, but a sailor made it clear and 1t 
finally was caught by the men on the 
dispatch boat. 

“I did not see a man on the Titanic 
get into a lifeboat while there was a 
woman in sight,’ he said. “At the firsr 
there was no excitement. Passengers 


on deck thought that the liner was less 
apt to sink than the frail looking boats, 
and were reluctant to get tn. I got 
away in the third boat, being almost 
forced in by an officer. I saw the first 
and second boats leave the starboard 
side. They were not full, because pas- 
sengers refused to enter them. 

‘When the third boat. was ready to 
go, two men who were near me were 
commanded by an officer to get In. 
They demurred, but finally got in. The 
boat was not full. I myself did not 
realize the gravity of the situation, and 
at first declined to get into the boat, 
but an officer grasped my shoulder and 
told me to go and I went. 

“The shock when the Titanic hit the 
berg was not great, little more than 
when a street car hits a wagon. I wa- 
sitting in the smoking room at the time. 
It was exactly 11:39 by the ship’s clock 
and by way watch. The snock Jarred us 
a bit, but did not throw any of the 
men from their chairs.

“When I got on the promenade deck 
the iceberg.

It was almost close enough for 
me to touch it, and was gliding slowly 
astern, its edges scraping the Titanic’s 
side every little bit. I stood and watched 
it fully a minute until it began to dis- 
appear. 


I saw 


Like Mountain Peak, 

“The promenade deck was about 65 
feet above the water and the iceberg 
towered up 25 to 30 feet above that deck 
It looked like a white mountain peak 
to me. I should say that the part above 
the water was not much longer than 
the Titanic, but it was very wide. 

‘Losing interest in the berg, I went 
below to arouse my cabin companions, 
two other buyers. They were in bed. 

‘vn the way down I encountered Isi- 
dor Straus and his wife. 

‘“*What'’s the matter?’ he asked me. 

‘I told him we had hit a berg, but 
that it did not appear that much harm 
was done. 

‘Is there 
asked. 

“I assured her that I thought there 
was none and that we would soon be 
under way again. They went up on deck. 

“The ship’s elevators did not run at 
night, and all passengers, aroused by 
the stewards, had to walk to the decks. 
[ found my friends awake, as a steward 
had aroused them. Une of them had on 
his trousers and coat over his pajamas 
and the other had his overcoat on over 
pajamas. I was fully dressed, as I had 
not been to bed. 

Saved Passenger List. 

“IT saved all the clothes I had on, as 
well as one of the only Titanic passen- 
ger lists in existence. This I gave to 
Mr. Hurd of the Post-Dispatch when 
i met him on the Carpathia. 

“My friends and | went on deck to 
look around, and seeing no. confusion, 
we went back to our stateroom. It was 
only then that an officer gave us any 
warning of danger. 

‘Everybody on deck at once,’ he 
shouted, and a second man followed him, 
telling all to put on life preservers. We 
did that and went on deck a second 
time. 

“It was while on our way to the deck 
the last time that I saw Col. and Mrs. 
Astor. They were alone in the ship's 
gymnasium, sitting together on a ‘horse.’ 
Col. Astor was smoking a cigarette and 
tieing a life preserver around his bride. 
He already had one on, and I think she 
arranged the fastenings on him just as 
we came in. They did not seem to take 
the situation seriously, as in fact, none 
of us did, and acted to me as if they 
thought it a joke. I did not see either 
of them come on deck. I did not see Mr. 
or Mrs. Straus after that time in the 
companionway. 

Sees Capt. Smith, 
‘“‘As my friends and I came on deck, I 
saw Capt. Smith hurrying to the bridge. 
I had not seen him before that, and do 
not know where he came from. It was 
not his watch. I heard him say noth- 
ing. 
‘Ismay was at dinner that night, but I 
never saw him after that. All the boats 
I saw left from the starboard side. There 
were few passengers there at first and 
no confusion. I heard afterward that 
there was confusion, and some trouble 
on the port side, but I saw none of it. 
No men or women either crowded to the 
boats I saw. 
“When I left In the third boat from our 
side, there were 40 persons in the craft. 
Twenty-nine of these were women. Al] 
of the men took turns at the oars, be- 
cause it was bitterly cold. One woman, 
Mrs. Washington Dodge of San Frencis- 
cé, fainted three times. She had her lit- 
tle boy with her and had left her hus- 
band aboard the Titanic. She was hys- 
terical al] night, but found her husband 
among the survivors on the Carpathia 
when we were taken aboard. Our boat 
was about the last to be taken up. 
‘Tt was more than half an hour 
after the crash that I left the 
tanic and our boat was a quarter of 
a mile away when she went down. 
The Titanic sank very slowly, which 
to my mind indicates that at least

some of the airtight compartments 
worked. She first listed, and then 
began to sink at the bow. The for- 
ward decks were awash fully half an 
hour before she went down. 

“The forward ilghts were put out 
when the first explosion occurred, 
but the ship went down with all her 
stern lights burning. I did not hear 
the band playing, but other passen- 
gers told me afterward they heard 
it playing ‘Nearer My God to Three.’ 

Rockets Sent Up, 

“Shortly after Capt. Smith ran up 
on the bridge, they began to send up 
rockets. This continued until just 
before the ship sank. Rockets of all 
colors were sent up and their flash 
showed up floating ice all around us 
and bergs in the distance. I heard 
several revolver shots after we left 
the vessel, but 490 not know what 
they were. None knew whether 
Capt. Smith killed himself or not. 

“The sinking of the Titanic {fs a 
sight that none who saw it will ever 
forget. We could plainly see people 
on her to the last second. We were 
too far away to tell who any of them 





— but we could see them running 
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up end down the deck, I dig not see.

We were too far away 
to distinguish anything that was 
said, but we heard the cries. 

“A voice would be heard over and 
over again for several minutes and 
then would be silent. 

“We did not know whether the poor 
owner of that voice had gone down 
or was exhausted. But there were 
many of them, and we did not hear 
the last of those wailing cries for help 
until just before we were picked up. 

“I am sure that there were at least 
‘a few still afloat and crying for help 
when the Carpathia’s lights were first 
seen. 

“Those hurrying forms on the ghost- 
ly decks of the sinking Titanic, those 
bodies hurled into the sea and those 
awful cries of distress will remain in 
my memory as long as I live. Persons 
that I knew, that I had walked with, 
talked with, eaten with, went down be- 
fore my eyes, and I could do nothing. 

“The men in our boat talked of put- 
ting back to see if we could not pick 
up some of those strugglers in the icy 
water, but the women became hysterical 
and said that our little boat would sure- 
ly be swamped if any more people 
tried to crowd into it. As the cries 
were heard, our women began to faint, 
and some of them were in swoons al- 
most all of the time. 

‘““‘We took to the boat about 12:15 and

lights of the Carpathia, and about 6 
o'clock when we finally were taken 
over the side. 

“Nobody knows exactly how many °2f 
those who left the Titanic, died of ex- 
posure before we were picked up. I 
did not see a woman among us who 
was fully dressed, and many of the 
men were half clad, Hundreds of the 
survivors needed medical attention on 
the Carpathia. The passengers of that 
vessel did all possible to make up com- 
fortable. 

“Scarcely a woman or man among the 
Carpathia’s passengers went ashore 
Thursday night with more clothes than 
they had on, for they gave all they 
could spare to the Titanic survivors. 

“Our experiences in the boats are al- 
most indescribable. Soon after we 
started away from where the Titanic 
had gone down we passed another boat 
which was not so crowded and five of 
our men were transferred to it. Soon 
after the plug came out of our boat 
and she began to fill with water. 

“T jammed my hand into the hole and 
plugged it in that way until a sailor 
found the stopper. 

‘None of us had any idea which way 
to go, but we followed the man: with 
the green light. He was a ship's officer, 
who had been twice shipwrecked before, 
and he took an armful of green calcium 
signal lights with him. They are like 
the fusees used on railroads and cast 
a powerful green illumination. We fol- 
lowed this wierd green light until dawn. 

“The coming of the Carpathia was 
first known by a single light low down 
on the horizon. Soon there were two 
lights and then three, and a sailor said 
it was a steamer. In a little while we 
could see the cloud of her smoke, and 
Pfor the first time we felt reassured.”’

WOMAN DECLARES 
1500 WERE SLAIN 


NEW YORK, April 20.—‘Fifteen hun- 
dred people were not drowned on the 
Titanic, 1500 people were murdered, cruel- 
ly and foully murdered, cruelly and foul- 
ly murdered—that’s the story, the true 
story of the great ship's plunge which I 
shall tell to the world as soon as I am 
able,’ said Mrs. Henry B. Harris, widow 
of the theatrical manager, tonight. She 
lay on her bed of grief and pain, sur- 
rounded by her relatives. 

“No one has begun to tell the whole 
truth about the wreck of the Titanic,’’ 
Mrs. Harris said. “I shall appear be- 
fore the Senate Investigating Commit- 
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tee in Washington ané tell what I know. 

“T was one of the last women to leave 
the deck of that boat. I was put into 
a collapsible boat along with two other 
women and scores of the crew. Women 
and children—and our husbands—were 
torn from us so the crew could go along. 

‘TIT had watched the women get into 
the boats,’’ Mrs. Harris. continued, “‘and 
at last I had to get in. They said it 
was my only chance of being saved. I 
asked my husband the time and he 
took out his watch. It was exactly 2% 
minutes past 2, he said. We were stand- 
ing alongside Maj. Butt. We had beer” 
helping him put people into the boats.” 

Maj. Butt was the real leader in all 
that rescue work. He made the men 
stand back and helped the women and 
children in. He was never rough, as 
has been said. He was simply authori- 
tative in the most courteous manner I} 
have ever seen. He was surely one of 
(jod'’s noblemen.

HOUSE BEGAN AN INQUIRY 
“Dear Dick”’ Letter Featured Al}- 
leged Attempt to Monopolize 
Alaska Shore. 








By Associated Press. 
JUNEAU, Alaska, April 20.—The Ju- 


neau land office has notified Frank F. 
Davis of Lake Mills, Wis.: Arnold L. 
Scheurer of 320 Central Park West, New 
York City, and James J. Ryan of Ka- 
talla, Alaska, that their filings of sol- 
dierscrip on shore lands on Controller 
Bay, Alaska, have pbeen rejected, be- 


cause of non-compliance with the laws 
in the filings. The land was fled upon 
Feb. 18, 1911. 

On April 2, 1911, Senator La Follette 
of Wisconsin introduced a resolution in 
the United States Senate calling upon 
the Secretary of the Interior to furnish 
all facts connected with coal entries 
made upon lands withdrawn from the 
Chugach National Forest Reserve in 
Alaska and later restored to the public 
domain under order of President Taft. 

Allegations in Case, 

It was alleged in newspaper articles 
about this time that Richard 8. Ryan, 
said to be a representative of the Gug- 
genheim-Morgan syndicate, had been 
permitted, through the instrumentality 
of President Taft and then Secretary 
of the Interior Ballinger, to obtain con- 
trol of the whole water front of Con- 
troller Bay, the natural harbor for the 
shipment of coal from the Bering River 
flelds. 

In July was published what purported 
to be a letter from Richard 8. Ryan to 
Richard A. Ballinger concerning these 
lands. The letter began ‘Dear Dick’’ 
and was signed ‘‘Dick.”’ 

Both Ryan and Ballinger denied all 
knowledge of the letter. The letter men- 
tioned “‘Charley Taft’’ as having used 
his influence in favor of Ryan and a 
committee of the House began an in- 
vestigation of the Ryan claims. 


Investigation Dropped. 
President Taft on Oct. 10, 1911, sent a 


message to Congress reviewing the his- 
tory of the setting apart of the Control- 
ler Bay shore lands, and made denial 
that his brother was in any way inter- 
ested. Charles P. Taft also made de- 
nial and the Guggenheim-Morgan syn- 
dicate asserted that Controller Bay was 
worthless. The congressional committee 
suddenly dropped the investigation and 
the local land office action is expected 
to be the last chapter of the story of 
the a attempt to monopolize Con- 
troller ay.

In Missouri the mere maiming or chasing of 
sheep, or even of any other domestic animal, is 
the signal for the immediate execution of the of- 
fending dog, whose master must pay full dam- 
ages to the owner of the injured animal. The 
master himself is ordered by the law to become 
the exedutioner of his dog, and is to be fined $1 
a day as long as he refuses to do so. In case 
of his refusal, it is lawful for any person to kill 
the dog, says Section 6975, Revised Statutes. 

Thrs act, rigorous as it is, has been broadened 
by judicial constructions, It is held that the 
“omplainant does not need to prove that the 


dog's disposition is vicious, such allegations being

Missouri Laws Against Sheep - Killing Dogs 


ECTION 6975. In every case where sheep or other domestic animals are killed or maimed 
by dogs, the owner of such animals may recover against the owner or keeper of such 
dog or dogs the full amount of damages, and the owner shall forthwith kill such dog 


and forfeit the sum of $1, and it shall be lawful for any person to kill such dog or dogs. 

If any person shall discover any dog or dogs in the actof killing, wound- 
ing or chasing sheep in any portion of the State, or shall discover any dog or dogs under 
such circumstances as to satisfactorily show that the dog or dogs has or have been recently 
engaged in killing or chasing sheep or other domestic animal or animals, guch person is au- 
thorized to immediately pursue and kill such dog or dogs; provided, however, that such dog 

or dogs shall not be killed in any inclosure beicnging to or being in lawful possession of the

In general terms it may be stated that the 
Irish peerage is Norman-Irish. There fs very lit- 
tle English blood in it. All the old families of 
the country are Celtic or Norman, or both. 

The Normans are the foreigners who conquered 
England and imposed their civilization upon it, 
but who, attempting the same process in Ireland, 
made only an Invasion and were ultimately ‘ab- 
sorbed by the Irish. They are the people of whom 
it was said that they became “more Irish than the 
Irish.” They fomented most of the rebellions 
against the crown since 11°". 

Among the old Celtic families in the peerage 
are the Fitzpatricks, the O’Briens, the McCarthys 


and the Burkes, represented by Lords Castletown, 


Inchiquin, Clancarty and Clanricard. Lord Castle-

His ancestors 
tary kings of Ossory before the coming of tlie 
Normans and retained their territorial and 
political independence down to the time of 
Elizabeth. 

The head of the family then made submission 
to the crown on the agreement that he should 
abandon the family name of Mac Gillpatrick and 
adopt one to be given him in return, that the 
tribal property he he:d as trustee should be sur- 
rendered and returned to him in fee simple, and 
that he should abandon his royal claims and in 
return be elevated to the peerage. This was done 
and the name Fitzpatrick was given to the fam- 
ily, the head of which has since been four times 
raised to the peerage, the last time as Lord Castle 
town. 

Lord Inchiquin’s greatest ancestor was Brian 
Boru, the most distinguished and powerful of 
the ard-ri or kings of all Ireland. Smith O’Brien, 
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the Irish revolutionist of 1848, was a member of 
this family. Tne Marquis of Cianricard, as head 
of the Burkes, represents a very ancient Celtic 
faniily and a peerage created among the earliest. 

The Marquis of Ormond, head of the Butlers, 
the greatest Norman family in Ireland, is not only 
descended from the Mac Gillapatricks, but lIike- 
wise from the Mac Murroughs, kings of Leinster. 
The Marquis of Lansdowne is a descendant of the 
O’Briens The Due of Leinster, head of the Fitz- 
geralds, is descended from some of the old Irish 
hings. Lords Clifden and Liandaff represent the 
Blanchfield and Mathew families, both Irish. 

Lord Decies, son-in-law of George Gould, al- 
though one of the Beresfords, a comparatively 
new family in Ireland, having been there only 
since the time of James I, is a descendant through 
the female line of some of the great Southern Irish 
Celtic families and recently gave out a statement 
that he intended to throw in his lot with the Irish 
under home rule. Even modern creations are now 
ranging themselves on the popular side, having 
seen the handwriting on the wall, and Lord Dun- 
raven, representing a Union peerage, is an ag- 
gressive home rule agitator. Lord Pirrie of U1- 
ster was host to Winston Churchill on hig recent 
Visit to Beltast. Lord Iveagh, head of the tribe 
of MacGinnis, and Lord Macdonnell are among 
other Irish home rule peers.

The most notable one month's record: was es 
tablished by a pen of five buff Orpingtons, that 
produced 105 eggs, an averace of 21 eggs per hen 
during January. The st i ing feature about t*1- 
yield is that it was made under the most ad | 
verse weather conditions; the temperature varied 
between 4 and 24 degrees below ze o for the firat | 
16 days of the month. Hens in all parts of the 
country went on a strike and refused to lay any 
eggs. The majority of the hens in the nativnal 
contest p.oduced between six and eight eggs each 
for the month. 

During November a pen of black Orpingtons 
carried off the honors with a record of 1% vegas, 
In December a pen of Rhode Island reds were the 
prize winners with a vield of 110 eggs. 

During the first 90 days of the trial a tota! of 
11,403 eggs were laid, which were marketed at 
40 to 50 cents per dozen with special city trade 
The money resulting from the saie of the eags Its 
used to aid in paying the expenses of the con- 
test. 

For the first three months of the competition 
the leading pen was composed of black Orping- 
tons, which laid 242 eggs, or an average of ap- 
proximately 28 eggs per hen. A pen of Rhode 
Island reds are second with 232 eggs, a pen of sil- 
ver Wyandottes produced 230, while five buff Or- 
pingtons yielded 202. 

Or three occasions different hens have laid two 
eggs in one day. A Cornish Indian game got busy 
the first day of the competition and deposited 
two eggs in her nest; she still ranks among te 
leaders as regards total egg production. Later on 
a white Leghorn. and a black Orpington duplica- 
ted this performance. The largest egg thus far 
produced weighs 4 ounces. The average egg 
ranges from .1 to 2 sonces.

NY of those who wear the swastika as a> 

symbol of good luck associate it with the 

North American Indians, yet this symbol | 
is so ancient that it was in use among the people + 
who lived in the bronze age, anterior to the Chal-} 
deans, Hittites or Aryans. In fact, the young man 
who wears a swastika ‘pin in his necktie and the 
young woman who fastens her hat with a silver 
swastika are wearing a sign that has appeared 
for ages among different races and has puzzfed 
the archeologists. 

It is known that the swastika is one form of the 
cross. The swastika was used in ancient Trowel 
from the Mediterranean to the Pacific and the. 
Arctic, among the Etruscans, Greeks and Trojans, 
The very name is a Sanscrit word used before 
the fourth century B. C. It is commonly seen on 
bronze statues of Buddha and associated with in- 
scriptions in the caves of India. It was carved 
by North American Indians long beiore the coi 
ing of the white man. 

How comes it that a certain sym!ol emblematic ' 
of good luck whe:ever found should appear among — 
so many different peoples and at different times? , 
Ethnologists have so far failed to solve this prob- 
lem. When the Navajo Indian carves a swasti‘a 
he is doing not only what his ancestors have 
dones-but what was done by people centuries be- 
fore Christ. For this reason and because the sign 
belongs essentially to the Buddhist religion the 
interesting question has been raised, whether 
Pucachism was ever on the Western Hemisphere 
before the advent of the white man. This ques- 
tion; too, has remained unanswered.
